SINGLE tomato loot tip. a 
quarter-inch long, is growing 
so fast "artificially” at the Rocke­ 
feller institute that if there were 
food enough it would become seven 
and a half times os big as the earth 
in a little more than a year. 
The growth is a living proof of 
the irresistible energy behind the 
principle of life and the forces 
which produce evolution. 
It shows 
what a single seed could do under 
"favorable" conditions of a millen- 
ium where it had no competition, 
and more food to eat than the en­ 
tire size of the earth. 
The scientific aim of the experi­ 
ment is a study of problems of plant 
nutrition and the behavior of cer­ 
tain diseases. It was reported today 
to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science by Dr. 
Philip R. White, of the Princeton 
branch of the Rockefeller Institute 
for Medical Research. 
From A Tiny Seed 
It began with a sterilized tomato 
seed, a little more than a year ago. 
One root tip was cut off soon after 
sprouting. The tip is the part which 
grows. This tip was placed in water, 
containing as plant food about half 


a dozen common chemical salts, a 
small amount of purified cane sugar 
and a tiny bit of yeast, less than 
one-hundredth of one per cent. 
As the tip grew it was cut back, 
and the portions so sliced off were 
placed each in its own test tube to 
grow alone. This was repeated un­ 
til there were IOO tubes from the 
original tip. 
Since then each bit 
of root has been pared down once 
a week and the "other half” thrown 
away. Some of the tips died, even 
under 
their "tomato 
millenium," 
and were replaced. 
Hothouse Offspring 
"Ii, instead of many branches be­ 
ing discarded,” said Doctor White, 
"all of them had been retained and 
had grown at rates corresponding to 
the observed mean values, the total 
number of branches would today be 
about 100,000,000,000,000,000.000.000,- 
000 (one followed by 26 ciphers) and 
the length of the roots more than

The new characteristics were pro­ 
duced by subjecting the parent flies 
to a temperature of 98 degrees 
Fahrenheit for 24 to 30 hours, caus­ 
ing changes in 
the “genes” or 
heredity-carriers of the parents that 
are passed on to their offspring. 
Where It Really Blows 
This experiment, believed to be a 
sample of evolution 
actually 
at 
work, was performed by Dr. Harold 
H. Plough and Philip T. Ives, of 
Amherst college, Amherst, Massa 
chusetts. 
They believe it is evi­ 
dence that heat, acting on the bod­ 
ies of living creatures, has been one 
of the causes of the process of evo­ 
lution that many scientists agree 
has gradually developed the human 
race from primitive one-celled ani­ 
mals. 
Hurricanes among the stars, that 
blow 144,000 miles an hour, rushing 
a thousand times faster than the 
most terrific storm wind ever meas 


ured on earth, were reported for the 
first time today before the associa­ 
tion. 
These stellar storms, though tai 
more powerful than earthly winds, 
are much Uke them in other re­ 
spects, for they originate in the "at­ 
mospheres’’ of turbulent gases that 
surround the stars, as earth winds 
are born in the earth’s atmosphere. 
Discovery of the giant Storms w a s ^ 
announced by Otto Struve and C. T . f | 
Elvey, astronomers of Yerkes ob­ 
servatory of the University of Chi­ 
cago, at Williams bay, Wisconsin, 
A light shining out In space, that 
is equivalent to 75,000,000 suns, but 
so distant that it appears merely as 
one of the stars of the milky way, 
has been measured by two astrono­ 
mers of Mt. Wilson observatory, 
California. 
This light comes from the cen­ 
tral star cloud of the great nebula 
in Andromeda, a great "Island uni­ 
verse" or star system whose Ught, it 
is estimated, takes 500,000 years to 
reach the earth. 
It was measured 
by Drs. Joel Stebbins and Albert E. 
Whitford with the aid of a new as­ 
tronomical instrument, tile photo­ 
electric amplifier.

FACE CONGRESS 


Legislation To Prevent 
Re­ 
currence Of Recent Lynch­ 
ings Expected.

Washington—Plans 
are b e i n g 
made for a determined fight in 
congress this winter for legislation 
which will put the power and pres­ 
tige of 
the 
federal 
government 
against recurrence of lynchings in 
the future 
There have been hints that Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt himself might take a, 
hand. The attitude of White House 
is well known. Mr. Roosevelt is on 
record as having said, “We do not 
excuse those in high places or in 
low who condone lynch law.” 
He 
describes it as “collective murder.” 
As for congress, 
already 
steps 
have been taken. Senator Costigan. 
a democrat, appears to be the most 
active at the present 
He Is set to 
revive the movement in the coming 
session for a drastic federal anti­ 
lynching law. 
The quiet, soft-spoken Colorado 
senator, recalling the speed with 
which the kidnapping law was en­ 
acted following the abduction of the 
Lindbergh baby, believes these re­ 
cent lynching incidents will shock 
congress Into action.
